The hospital is managed by Northern Devon Healthcare 
NHS Trust, but day case surgery is commissioned by 
NHS Devon and provided by Royal Devon and Exeter 
NHS Foundation Trust (RD&E). 

As previously reported in Pulman’s View, fears were 
expressed in December by local GPs that the number of

WITH an ageing population health care in East 
Devon is of huge importance to the people who live 

in Pulman’s Country. 

We read with horror of the appalling care in hos¬ 
pitals in mid-Staffordshire, leading to hundreds of 
people dying prematurely, and count our blessings 
that we have the Royal Devon & Exeter Hospital on 
our doorstep. 

More importantly, how fortunate is this area to 
have community hospitals in Axminster, Seaton , 
Sidmouth, Honiton and Ottery St Mary where fa¬ 
cilities for convalescing, midwifery, minor opera¬ 
tions and injuries are provided. 

They provide essential services close to home 
and attached to each one of these fine establish¬ 
ments are groups of volunteers who have raised 
millions of pounds over the years to provide equip¬ 
ment and make life more comfortable for patients, 
the vast majority of whom are elderly.

Work begins on 
Seafield Gardens 

EAST Devon District Council (EDDC) has started work 
on the £35,000 refurbishment of Seaton’s Seafield 
Gardens in preparation of the summer months. 

Work began on the gardens yesterday (February 
11th) with the hope that the new design will draw in 
tourists during the summer season. 

The planned feature, which will be managed by 
EDDC, is set to include a new amphitheatre style 
seating area looking out to the sea, interpretation 
panels including information on the area’s history 
and a giant chess and draughts board for garden vis¬ 
itors to enjoy. 

The £35,000 investment for Seafield Gardens has 
been a much-needed and long-awaited improve¬ 
ment scheme for Seaton and the local community 
have been consulted at every stage to ensure the 
gardens not only welcome future tourists, but can be 
enjoyed by the people of Seaton. 

After the current large water feature in the gardens 
was worn out and too costly to maintain, EDDC asked 
residents of Seaton during 2011 for their thoughts on 
how to improve the broken water feature. 

In late 2012 at voting events held by EDDC, residents 
had two options to choose between, either the new 
design for the area or repairing the water feature and 
leaving the area as it is. 

The winning option, with 60 per cent of votes from 
139 Seaton residents, was the new design derived 
from several common ideas that came from the com¬ 
munity. 

The refurbishments are set to be completed in five 
weeks, despite the project being complex, involving 
several different contractors and the area of the gar¬ 
dens below the clock tower and towards the seafront 
will be closed for health and safety reasons. 


NHS Trust, which runs the hospital, claimed the 
day case unit was under-used and therefore too 
expensive. 

As reported on our Axminster front page and the 
news digest on this page, the hospital League of 
Friends hit back by saying they have credible evi¬ 
dence that many local patients are being denied 
the opportunity of being treated locally. 

The League of Friends, having already raised the 
incredible sum of £3 million over the years, are 
now even offering to pay for operations whilst a 
solution is found.

A MILLWEY Rise busi¬ 
ness owner has expressed 
his frustration over not 
being informed about an 
important planning appli¬ 
cation near to his factory. 

EDDC last year ap¬ 
proved plans to build 36 
dwellings on the derelict 
site between Chard Road 
and Millwey Rise Indus¬ 
trial Estate in Axminster. 

The application was ap¬ 
proved in November but 
Shaun Vining, who owns 
Complete Meats, says he 
knew nothing about the ap¬ 
plication until the decision 
was made. 

In a letter to EDDC’s

cally rather than having to travel considerable distances. 

“We understand that a theatre charge of £2,000 per ses¬ 
sion could be the main reason that it is not financially vi¬ 
able to operate at Axminster and would question the 
appropriateness of this when the facilities and equipment 
have been paid for by the league. 

“It would seem wholly inappropriate for Axminster to 
lose the surgery because of a charge which would then 
no longer be paid. 

“We understand that there are local consultants who 
would be willing to continue operating at Axminster and 
that you are trying to arrange for GP specialists to provide 
endoscopy.” 

The league also indicates it might provide more money 


to keep services in the town. 

Members of the league wrote: “The league might be 
willing to subsidise a service temporarily whilst changes 
are made but we would wish to suggest three conditions: 

“The charge for the use of theatres should represent the 
actual cost of use. 

“The RD&E work with us and local practices to offer 
all suitable patients the choice of surgery in Axminster 

“The RD&E allows those of its consultants who wish 
to operate in Axminster to do so in their own time.” 

“We would welcome a comprehensive reply to this let¬ 
ter explaining the reasons for R D and E actions and hope 
that a compromise can be reached to make full use of the 
facilities we have worked so hard to provide at Axminster 
Hospital.” 
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District council backing 
organ donation campaign 

COUNCILLOR INSPIRED BY DAUGHTER’S TRAGIC DEATH 


A LOCAL councillor’s campaign to encourage 
more people to sign up as organ donors and change 
national policy is being backed by East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

Councillor Steve Gazzard, who sits on the district 
council representing Exmouth, launched the cam¬ 
paign following the tragic death of his daughter, 
Sarah Wright, who died in November at the age of 
36, leaving behind husband Richie, 36, and three 
young children - Harry, 10, Billy, 7, and Marnie, 5. 
She had fought the chronic lung condition idio¬ 
pathic pulmonary fibrosis for two years, and had 
been waiting for a double lung transplant for over a 
year. Sadly no matching donor could be found in 
time to save her life. 

Councillor Gazzard said: “Although it was a dev¬ 
astating blow to lose my beautiful Sarah, some good 
came out of her early and tragic death. 

“I promised Sarah that I would continue to fight 
her comer and I intend to honour her wishes by get¬ 
ting more organ donors signed up and hopefully 
getting the present failed ‘opt in’ system changed to 
an ‘opt out’ system.” 

This month East Devon District Council is show¬ 
ing its support for the drive to sign up more organ 
donors as it hosts a prominent stand in its Knowle 
headquarters. The council will be highlighting the 


issue with visitors to its offices, and also asking its 
staff to consider taking time from their day to sign 
up as organ donors. It will also feature organ dona¬ 
tion on its website homepage for the week and en¬ 
courage its social media followers to sign up as 
well. 

Council leader Paul Diviani said: “Everyone at 
East Devon was moved by Sarah’s fight against her 
disease and saddened by her passing. We are all 
100 per cent behind Steve’s campaign and are very 
pleased to be doing our bit to encourage our staff 
and customers to sign up as organ donors. 

Long waiting lists 

“It’s an absolute tragedy that so many people like 
Sarah lose their lives due to this country’s long wait¬ 
ing lists for organs, and we, like Steve, think there’s 
a need for the Government to take a fundamental 
look at the system.” 

The move follows unanimous backing from coun¬ 
cillors in December, where the 5 6-strong council 
membership pledged to support the organ donor 
drive and Counciullor Gazzard’s wider campaign to 
lobby the Government over the UK’s current ‘opt¬ 
in’ organ donor system. 

The council joins Councillor Gazzard and his fam¬ 
ily in wanting this modified to an ‘opt-out’ system, 
where people are taken to have given their consent 


for organ donation unless they have specifically reg¬ 
istered a wish not to. 

The council is urging people to sign an online pe¬ 
tition on this issue, available at http://epetitions.di- 
rect.gov.uk/petitions/38220. Organisers hope that 
this petition will gain over 100,000 signatures by 
September this year, the required amount to poten¬ 
tially trigger a parliamentary debate on the issue. 

A chronic lack of donors in the UK means that all 
organ recipients face months, or even years, on a 
waiting list - around 1,000 people die each year 
while waiting for a suitable organ. Sadly for pa¬ 
tients like Sarah Wright there is a particularly big 
problem with donor lungs; there were only 138 lung 
transplants in the UK last year, compared with 
nearly 2,000 kidney transplants. 

Sarah was an organ donor herself, and her family 
have had some comfort from knowing that her or¬ 
gans helped three other patients get a new lease on 
life. Her kidneys went to two young women who 
had spent several years on dialysis, while her liver 
was given to a 50-year-old man with chronic liver 
disease.

A NEW programme of walks on the Axe Estuary 
Wetlands was launched on Thursday to promote 
exercise and healthy living.

“This scheme offers the added benefit of meeting 
up with others and exploring some of the most 
beautiful areas of our community".

Probus club given pictorial tour of Devon 


FEW would dispute Devon’s claim to be a beautiful 
county, and yet few are as well aware of its charms as 
Tony Burges.

Modern demonstration at Sidmouth club 


BEER Arts Groups (BAGS) and Beer Village Heritage

Birds and the Bees" at Beer Social Club.

Humphrey Sitters, who explained how he had 
turned his lifelong interest in birds an their habitat 
into a profession after returning to university, hav¬ 
ing worked as a solicitor for many years.

Dr Sitters has been involved with a number of 
projects looking at migration routes and revealed 
that some small birds have been tracked flying for 
as far as 8,000 kilometres non-stop.

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All-year dog ban a better solution 


■ TWICE in recent weeks I have been affected 
by the lack of a total ban on dogs using the 
beach at Seaton. 

Despite what is written on East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council’s website: “There are many dogs 
in East Devon and the vast majority belong to 
responsible owners who take care of them and 
ensure that they do not foul public areas. Un¬ 
fortunately the small number of inconsiderate 
dog owners who do not clear up after their dogs 
cause problems for the community in general.” 

It would appear that it is more than a “small 
number” - or the same inconsiderate and irre¬ 
sponsible people time and again. 

On Sunday, January 27th I took my four- 
year-old granddaughter down to the beach to 
fly her kite. While we were untangling the 
strings, she was happily climbing up the slope 
by the steps by pulling up on the metal rails. I 
called her over when we were ready and saw 
to my disgust, that her little pink leather boots 
and the surface of the slope were all smeared 


with dog faeces. 

Again, to quote the website: 

“Dog faeces are unpleasant and can present a 
serious health hazard, particularly to young 
children. You can report fouling to us by com¬ 
pleting our report animal fouling online form.” 

I would have done so but the page was “not 
available at this time”. I would recommend that 
all councillors have a look at 
http://bit.ly/UJVsyv (Diseases From Dogs) 
and try to imagine if it was one of their young 
family who was put at risk every time they 
went to play on the beach between September 
30th and May 1 st each year. Seven months of 
risk as opposed to five relatively risk-free 
months. 

We make such a fuss about health and safety 
in this country, but surely this is a genuine ex¬ 
ample of ignoring a real risk of serious illness, 
especially to young children? 

The second occasion was yesterday, Tuesday 
February 5th, when I walked along the beach 


in the late afternoon wearing a newish pair of 
trainers. Imagine my revulsion again, to find 
on arriving home, that dog faeces were embed¬ 
ded in the tread of the sole of my shoes. 

I am aware of the correspondence in the local 
papers about this issue and send this to add to 
the complaints. Surely it would be cheaper to 
have a total ban on dogs on the beaches and 
other places where children play all year round, 
than to pay out for a dog warden? 

Additionally, whilst there seems to be an ad¬ 
equate number of litter bins for humans around 
the town, perhaps each one should have a dog- 
refuse one attached to it - or could bins be re¬ 
designed to have two entrances? 

I apologise to all the responsible and hygienic 
dog-owners and would like to know what ideas 
they may have to prevent their reputations 
being smeared by these others.

I wholeheartedly support the continuance 
of all existing services at Axminster and all 
community hospitals. I’ve had many years 
of treatment at Axminster Hospital and have 
had operations, x-rays, investigations and 
on-going attendance at the glaucoma clinic 
for many years, beginning in the days of 
Doctor Morton, Finzel, Parkinson and Leech 
(the last three whose children’s at Pippins 
School!). 


Travelling distances are difficult for me 
and I’m extremely grateful to Axminster 
Hospital - a very special and much-loved 
local hospital where one is not only treated 
with expertise but kindliness and friendli¬ 
ness (“small is beautiful”, as the saying 
goes!), greatly appreciated by those of us on 
our own. 

Thank you all and may you long remain 
for us in every way for many more years.

Chip Week - Facts & Figures 

(18-24 February 2013) 


1. More than 1.6 million tonnes of pota¬ 
toes are made into chips every year in the 
UK - weighing the same as over 14,000 
blue whales or 4,000 jumbo jets. 

2. The land required to grow potatoes for 
chips is 33,664 hectares - big enough to fit 
London’s Hyde Park 237 times, or 47,000 
Wembley football pitches.t 

3. Over 250 million fish and chip meals 
are sold in the UK each year. 

4. In one year we eat nearly three billion 
meals containing chips, with dinnertime the 
most popular time to eat them (64%) and 
tea time the second favourite (24%) 

5. Brits use at least 26 different words for 
fish and chips. 

6. Using the right spuds for chips can 
make all the difference - to ensure your 
chips are lovely and fluffy try King Edward 
or Maris Piper. 

7. Fish and chips outsell Indian takeaways 
by two to one. 

8. The world’s largest fish and chip por¬ 
tion was made in July 2012 by Fish and 
Chips Ltd, London. The fish weighed in at 


47.75kg and the chips 23.5kg, breaking the 
previous Guinness World Record which 
was held by the Wensleydale Heifer pub. 

9. Celebrity chip fans include Rihanna, 
Kate Moss and David Walliams - and 
Michelle Obama recently revealed that her 
biggest food weakness is French fries.

A HIGHLIGHT of the 2013 musical year in 
Colyton will be the visit of Devon Baroque to 
play an all-Bach programme of cantatas and or¬ 
chestral suites on Saturday, February 16th, start¬ 
ing at 7.30pm, with wine and canapes served 
from 6.30pm. 

Since its founding by Margaret Faultless in 
1999, Devon Baroque has given around a hun¬ 
dred concerts across the south west. It has 
worked with international soloists such as 
Emma Kirkby, Michael Chance and Sebastian 
Comberti and also helps to promote young mu¬ 
sicians at the start of their careers. 

The orchestra has twice visited Colyton with 
resounding success - in 2004 with Handel’s 
Acis and Galatea, and in 2006 with a Vivaldi - Telemann 
programme..

Emma Turner, the Mighty Hop 
Brewster, has created the 2013 Val¬ 
lances Stout which has been snapped 
up by local East Devon Pubs. 


Landlord of the Volunteer Inn in 
Sidmouth, Steve Lea, was keen to 
have the beer as soon as he heard it 
was available. “The Volunteer is on 
Temple St, Sidmouth, only a few 
yards from the old site of Vallances. 
This is a part of living history and we 
are very keen to be part of the story!” 
The Stout will be on sale in the Vol¬ 
unteer and other East Devon pubs 
during February Half Term week.

sumer new car finance pro¬ 
vided through dealerships in 
2012. The number of new cars 
financed in this way increased 
by nearly 140,000, or 27% 
compared with the previous 
year. 

Paul Harrison, Head of Motor 
Finance at the FLA, said: 
“These figures show that cus¬ 
tomers want good value deals 
and are finding them. The 


number of cars financed by 
FLA members is at its highest 
level since before the start of 
the recent financial crisis. 
“The factors underpinning 
consumer confidence in motor 
finance seem likely to con¬ 
tinue. And a quarter of all 
showrooms are now approved 
under the FLA’s Specialist Au¬ 
tomotive Finance initiative 
(SAF), which helps ensure 


high levels of understanding of 
the finance options available to 
customers.” 

During 2012, motor finance 
providers saw a 14% rise in 
the total number of new and 
used cars bought by con¬ 
sumers and businesses using 
dealer finance. A total of 1.91 
million cars were financed, 
compared with 1.67 million in 
2011 . 

This strong growth in dealer- 
based motor finance meant 
there was a significant increase 
in the percentage of private 
new car sales financed by FLA 
members, which rose from 
63.5% in 2011 to 71.2% in 
2012. 

The consumer used car finance 
market also had a good year. 
Overall in 2012, this market 
reported both value and vol¬ 
ume growth of 8% compared 
with 2011.
